MAY BE FILED 


City Attorney Reveals Some 
Property Owners Ask Fee For 
Line For New Main 


The cost of the city’s projected new 
sewer improvement in Upper Placer- 


ville, upon which work is getting under | 
way, threatens to be materially in-' 


creased to the city as a result of rights- 
of-way demands made by 
property owners, City Attorney 
Thomas Maul revealed Wednesday. 

“While the attitude of some of the 
property owners appears to be that 
they are glad to see the improvement 
and will gladly grant rights of way to 
make the improvement possible, some 
others are asking for as much as 25 
cents a foot for rights-of-way across 
their properties," the City Attorney 
declared. 


“I’m sure I don’t know what we 
will do. We had hoped that the pro- 
ject which was finally made possible 
after so many years would be wel- 
comed by the entire community.” 

Mr. Maul said that the matter of 
rights-of-way has been delayed just 
about as long as it can be delayed 
without interfering with the work un- 
der way and that unless some satis- 
factory settlement is reached imme- 


diately, it will be necessary to file con- |

WASHINGTON, ‘lP) — The United 
States government waited today for

demands for “satisfaction.”

Senate Sub-Committee On 
Judiciary Reported As 
Favoring Note To Merriam 


WASHINGTON, (lP—A senate judi- 
' ciary subcommittee today indicated 
favorable attitude toward a resolution 
| memoralizing the Governor of Cali- 
fornia to pardon Tom Mooney but ex- 
pressed doubt that the man imprison- 
ed for the San Francisco Preparedness 
! Day bombing would be subpenaed to 
testify. 

The subcommittee heard Frank P. 
Walsh of New York, who said that 
senate approval would probably re- 
sult in Mooney’s release; George T. 
Davis of San Francisco, who urged 
that the convicted labor leader be 
given an opportunit to appear before 
the committee; and John W. Jenkins, 
chairman of the Mooney defense com- 
mittee, who charged that “corrupt” 
California politics had prevented a par- 
don for Mooney. 


The committee indicated, however, 


that it would not subpena Mooney to 
come here.

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AUTO TRAILERS MUST BE 
INSPECTED FOR 1938 
STATE LICENSE 


Before the owner of any trailer or 
semi-trailer shall be permitted to re~ 
new registration in 1938, he shall be re- 
quired to furnish a Vehicle Inspection 
form stating that the factory or Di- 
vision of Motor Vehicles serial number 
shown on the last issued Registration 
Certificate has been die-stamped ip- 
on the vehicle on the topside of the 
tow bar or on the exposed metal of a 
permanent part of the vehicle. No 
number may be painted or burnt upon 
the vehicle. , . 


The Vehicle Inspection form must be 
signed by an authorized Department 
of Motor Vehicle employee or a de~- 
putized automobile club inspector, the 
license department of the National Au- 
tomobile Club states. The form shall 
also show that a proper signal de- 
vice is on either the automobile or the 
trailer, that green clearance lights 
have been installed, and that the traiul- 
jer is equipped with approved red rear 
reflector, in addition to the tail light. 

House trailers weighing 1500 pounds 
or more, equipped for the road exclus- 
ive of passengers, are required by law 
to be equipped with brakes that can 
be operated by the driver of the tow- 
ing vehicle. 


WEATHER FORECASTING 
SYSTEM DECLARED 
BEST IN HISTORY

WASHINGTON, (lP) — The United 
States has developed the most ad- 
vanced weather forecasting system in 
history, Dr. W. R. Gregg, chief of the 
weather bureau, disclosed. 

The weather bureau this year bag 
saved many lives and hundreds of mil- 
lions worth of property through ad- 
vance warnings of floods, freezes and 
storms, Dr. Gregg said in a report to 
Secretary of Agriculture Henry A. Wal- 
lace. 

Most notable of the advances mads 
in weather forecasting during the past 
year was made, Dr. Gregg said, i 
weather reporting for airway services 
The bureau added 120 airway reporting 
stations, bringing the total to 782 sta- 
tions. 

The public, he said, hears much of 
the few ariplanes that crash, but noth- 
ing of the hundreds of crashes which 
probably were averted through advanco 
warning of unfavorable weather con- 
ditions. A new airway general supervis- 
ing and forecast center was establish- 
ed Arlington, Va., during the year.
